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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Amendment 
This Office Action is in response to applicant's amendment filed on January 21, 2004. 
Independent claims 1, 6, and 12 have been amended. Claims 21-16 are newly added claims. The 
claims, as amended, have been carefully considered but deemed moot in view of a newly 
discovered reference to Peterson et al of U.S. Patent No. 4,636,617). The claims are rejected in 
the following manner, a new ground of rejection, which was necessitated by applicant's 
amendment. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 6, 12, and 21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Petersen et al (U.S. Patent No. 4,636,617). Petersen et al disclose in Figures 1 and 3 a heating 
coil assembly (1) comprising heating coil (12) and ceramic end caps (4, 5) disposed within the 
housing formed by a hollow cylindrical ceramic sleeve (3). A plurality of vanes (8a, 8b) 
situating in the end cap define vents radial apertures (8) (columns 1 lines 11-19 and 2 lines 29- 
56). Ceramics are the type of material that which are commonly known for its ability to radiate 
far infrared radiation and as well as to generate negative ions.
